Teen-age girls are glamoriz- 
ing jailbirds. 

Women of all ages are making

Navy Banking on ‘Mo’ To Help: 2%". S33 
Pull Self Out of Mud Feb. 2 


NORFOLK, Va.—(#)—The Navy is counting 
en the U. S. S. Missouri to help pull herself out 
ef the mud. 


The salvage experts are completing plans for 
“operation pull-off,” which will include use of 
winches on the Missouri’s deck to haul on long 
and heavily anchored cables. 


But when the time comes for the big pull— 
now scheduled for next Thursday morning— 
the “Big Mo” will have plenty of help. Actually, 
all practical available Navy facilities and all the 
help nature can give will be used. 


That’s why the morning of Feb. 2 was selected 
for the all-out attempt. The hest tide of the 
month is expected at 8:39 a. m. Thursday, higher 
than at any time since the 45,000-ton battleship 
ran aground on the Chesapeake Bay shoal off 
Old Point Comfort Jan. 17. 


Fuel oil, stores and ammunition have been 
taken off and by Thursday the salvage men 
expect the Missouri’s stern draft will be only 
26 feet. That means that the ship’s bottom will 
be only 26 feet below the surface, 10 feet less 
than when she ran aground. , 


Six submarine pontoons secured under her 
stern will give additional buoyancy. Each pon- 
toon has a lifting- power of 480 tons. 


But the Navy expects that more than buoy- 
ancy and a high tide will be needed. The mud 
of the bottom has formed a giant suction cup 
holding the Missouri fast. 


The first phase of “operation pull-off” will 
be to pull the Missouri free of this powerful 
grip. To do this, the Navy will employ equip- 
ment and techniques used to salvage landing 
eraft from wartime beachheads. The winches 


on the Missouri snd the anchored cables will 
be used in that manner. 


There are nine of these 1,500-foot cables fan- 
ning out from the ship’s winches to four-ton 
anchors imbedded in the mud. Block and tackle 
will multiply the power of the winches, to a 
total pulling force of 800 tons. A naval spokes- 
man said that each winch installation can build 
up a pulling force five times greater than that 
of one tugboat. 


Two windless-type beach salvage ships will 
be used also, one on either side of the dredged 
channel astern of the Missouri. Each will be 
linked to the Missouri by double tow cables, 
and beach gear cables extending from each sal- 
vage ship to heavy anchors astern will multiply 
the power of the pull on the big ship. 

A small armada of tugboats will join in the 
combined effort. Five seagoing tugs will be 
grouped astern of the Missouri in the dredged 
channel. They will produce 'a “surging” or 


“rocking” motion. That’s what you use to get 


your car out of snow or mud. These tugs will 
pull at full speed ahead for 10 seconds at 10- 
second intervals. A smaller harbor tug will press 


in against the group on either side to help the | 


lead tug keep the group pulling together. 

Other tugs will be lashed to the side of the 
Missouri to add power-..to the pulling effort. 
Two harbor tugs will alternate in pushing against 
the opposite sides of the Missouri’s bow in a 
“whiplash” motion to help the big ship squirm 
free of the tenacious mudbank. 

Once free, the Missouri will be floated through 
a channel dredged to a depth of 40 feet from 
the stern of the ship to the main ship channel 
a half-mile away. Moorings will hold the Mis- 
souri from turning when the pull is started.

Science is using atomic arfillery to locate rats, drive them 
crazy and then administer a death blow. 

Harry Essick, of the U. S. Public Health Service’s Typhus 
Control Division here, described the technique at a meeting of 
pest control operators in New Orleans. 

Essick said supersonic waves—so high on the scale you can’t 
hear them—“drive the rat as nuts as a person who was shut 
up in a closet with a blaring auto horn.” 

Something called “black light” locates the rats when they’re 
It is a ray of light, ordinarily -not 
visible, which glows when it strikes rat tracings. 

Once the rat’s presence is known, Essick has a way to poison 
them with radio-isotopes and a Geiger counter.

Divorcees Anonymous 


The meéting of Mary and 
Louise, the intimacies Mary 
poured into the ears of a 
stranger, the eventual recon- 
ciliation of the wife and her 
husband are a striking illustra- 
tion of Divorces Anonymous 
in action—a group of divorcees, 
organized by Starr, dedicated 
to preventing other women 
from making the same mis- 
takes they had, to salvage mar- 
riages before they hit the rocks 
and the divorce courts. 


In less time, perhaps, than it 
takes to get a divorce in Reno 
this novel group has grown from 
a hazy idea of Starr’s into a 
full grown organization, prepar- 
ing to elect officers, rent office 
space, buy stationery, etc. From 


-a membership of a half dozen 


women the D. A.’s, as they like 
to call themselves, now boast of 
nearly 100 volunteers, all eager 
to spend as many hours as 
needed to save other women 
from the loneliness and empti- 
ness of a divorcee’s life. 


Together they are personally 
familiar with most of the prob- 
lems besetting unhappy couples 
and are willing to impart this 
knowledge freely if it will help 
cut down the divorce rate. It 
is little wonder, then, that Mary, 
when told by Starr of the or- 
ganization and the willingness 
of a woman who was divorced 
for the same reason that was 
confronting her at the moment, 
and who was eager to help her, 
accepted. The key to the D. A.’s 
spectacular success in its first 
six weeks of existence in “when 
a woman is in trouble nobody 
can help her but another 
woman.” 


The D. A’s are patterned to 
some extent after Alcoholics 
Anonymous, with the identity 
of the members a secret. They 
operate with the same zeal and 
energy as the A. A.’s and today 
credit themselves with saving 
the marriages of 33 of the 39 
couples members have. talked

‘ganization a few weeks ago. 

Starr, happily married for 14 
years, father of two girls and 
a boy, a divorce lawyer in Chi- 
cago for 15 years, started this 
unique nonprofit organization by 
accident. 


“T have been spending on the 
average of two hours a day try- 
ing to reconcile couples who 
come into my office seeking a 
diyorce,” says Starr. “It doesn’t 
take you too long to come to 
the conclusion that the people 
involved, particularly the wom- 
en, regret the divorce action 
after it’s too late. Ask any of 
the girls in the D. A.’s and they 
all will tell you they wished 
they had thought about it 
longer before they filed. 

“Well, anyway, I always try 
to do my best to straighten out 
the couples if I can, without go- 
ing into court. One day just 
about six weeks ago I had a 
couple in my office I had been 
trying to reconcile for two 
weeks. They *were pretty mad 
at each other. I got tired of 
hearing them wrangle, so I step- 
ped outside a moment. There 
was a former client of mine, a 
divorcee whose problem was 
about the same as the one both- 


* ering a! couple inside. On an 


impulse I asked her to go in- 
side and see if she could 
straighten out the couple inside. 
She agreed and spent an hour 
with them. Then the three of 
them walked out together. The 
next thing I knew I got a post- 
card from the husband from 
Niagara Falls reading, ‘Having 
wonderful second honeymoon, 
thanks to you.’” 

Starr thought about the inci- 
dent for a few days and the re- 
markable results effected by the 
divorcee, He then hit upon the 
idea of Divorcees Anonymous, 
which would in part relieve him 
of the reconciliation burden he 
Was carrying in addition to his 
practice and at the same time 
prove an effective weapon in 
saving marriages 

He telephoned a half dozen 
former clients of his, and they 
were enthusiastic about 
idea. Today Starr confesses that 
he was a bit apprehensive about 
the idea at first, thinking it 
would be regarded as a silly and 
foolish notion and might not be 
acceptable to angry women in- 
tent on divorces. 

Starr has discovered his fears 
were baseless. Since he an- 
nounced the organization, let- 
ters of congratulation have 
poured in from clergymen, 
judges and other lawyers. Al- 
most every day Starr receives 
telephone calls or letters from 
women seeking to join the or- 
ganization. But he is more grat- 
ified at the way women have 
called him asking help from a 
D. A. Hundreds of letters have 
come in from all over the coun- 
try and even England asking for 
advice on how to solve certain 
marital problems. Some are 
from men. 

One was from a doctor who 
offered to pay the expenses and 
fees, if there were any—and 
there are none—for a D. A. to 
come to an Iowa city to talk 
to his wife. There was the 

lea of an inmate of a mental 

stitution who wants the D. 
A.’s to find out what he did on 
his last drunken spree that was 
so awful his wife put him 
where he is and his own room- 
mates won’t speak to him. 

A divorcee in Springfield, 
Mass., wrote: “I wish ‘some- 
one in Divorcees Anonymous 
could have been around when 
I was. searching for escape. 
What I needed was a good 
spanking. Something must be 
done to knock some sense into 
the heads of these foolish 
women.” 

Starr distributes the requests 
for advice to members of the 
organization, who promptly 
answer them with suggestions 
based on their own experience. 
They do this at their own ex- 


pense. 
Their one major selling point 
in these letters and in any per-

sonal interviews 
traugh women is that eight 
out of 10 divorcees regret their 
action, that they still love their 
former husbands, that they 
would take them back if it were 
possible (in most cases the 
husbands have remarried). As 
Starr puts it, “The D. A.’s are 
eager to tell the world that 
they realized too late that with 
more wisdom and tolerance 
they might have saved their 
marriages and battled through 
to some peace and contentment 
in life.”

RALEIGH, N. C.—(INS)—For many generations, the 
typical Southern woman has been noted for her beauty. 
Until fairly recently, as far as her political activities 
were concerned, the typical Southern woman has been a 


“sleeping beauty.” 

But in 1950, the sleeping 
beauty is wide awake; she has 
thrown off the spell that bound 
her -into imsensibility and she 
is. stirring abroad. And a stir- 
ring Southern woman is a force 
in our land! 


In 1947, the Bureau of the 
Census estimated that there 
were almost half a million more 
women then men in the South- 
ern States. But it was long be- 
fore 1947 that Democratic wom- 
en in the South accepted the full 
responsibilities of | American 
citizenship. 

Their interest in their Gov. 
ernment, expressed in terms of 
political action, has expanded 
and grown at an amazingly 
rapid rate. 

Some of the daily signs of the 
times are the Southern women 
in. high posts in the Federal 
Government, in State Legisla- 
tuves, in party councils and com- 
mittees. 

Oklahoma is represented by a 
woman serving as United States 
Minister to Luxembourg, Mrs. 
Perle Mesta. 

A lifetime appointment as a 
Federal District Judge went re- 
cently to Mrs. Burnita Shelton 
Matthews, a native of Missis- 
sippi. 

Judge Nadine Lane Gallagher, 
of the District of Columbia Mu- 
nicipal Court, was born in Ar- 
kansas. Judge Edith Cockrill, of 
the District of Columbia Juve- 
nile Court, was born and raised 
in Tennessee. 

And while we are speaking 


‘of women’s appointments to im- 


portant posts, it might be men- 
tioned that Southern women in 
our party are quick to point out 
the fact that the dynamic Mrs. 
India Edwards, Executive Direc- 
tor of the Women’s Division of 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, grew up in the State of 
Tennessee.

The Governor of Kentucky 
appointed a woman as State 
Treasurer; another Kentucky 
woman is Assistant Secretary of 
State. Maryland’s Governor has 
just named a woman Secretary 
of State. In 1948, five Demo- 
cratic women were elected to 
serve’ in the Mississippi State 
Legislature. 


A State Senator and two rep 
resentatives in the Texas Legis- 
lature are women. Maryland has 
three women legislators; Geor- 
gia, Kentucky, and North Caro- 
lina each have two, Tennessee 
and Florida have one woman 
each. 


In Southern “grass roots,” the 
Democratic women are supply- 
ing the three Es—Energy, En- 
thusiasm and Effectiveness—in 
party work. 

In the last election, a Demo- 
cratic woman headed a “Ke- 
fauver - for - Senator” committee 
in every precinct in Tennes- 
see — and Senator Kefauver 
went to Washington! 

Booths “manned” by Demo- 
cratic women have served as 
headquarters for information 
and literature on national and 
international problems at State 
and county fairs all over the 
South. Registration drives have 
united the efforts of Southern 
women in party and in non- 
partisan organizations, with 
gratifying results. 

In Georgia, the Democratic 
women made a crusade of get- 
ting every woman in their State 
to register and vote. 

That the men in the Demo- 
cratic Party have recognized the 
present alertness and _ impor- 
tance of the erstwhile sleeping 
beauty is illustrated in many 
ways.

The Ballet Russe de Monte 
Carlo, appearing at the Munici- 
pal Auditorium in two perform- 
ances this week, was founded 
upon the “classic tradition” and 
the “classic repertoire” in bal- 
let. It still is devoted to those 
concepts. 

And, as a natural consequence, 
many concertgoers often ask the 
questions, “What is the classic 
tradition?” and “What is the 
classic repertoire?” 

Like most arbitrary terms, 
they are open to various indi- 
vidual definitions, but the ac- 
cepted meaning of the term 
classic in ballet means the style 
of the dance. It is the exact 
technique of the basic form 
based precisely and without de- 
viation upon the turned-out leg, 
the five positions, the pirouette, 
the beat and the dance-on-pointe. 
The “classic tradition” is this 
technique which is handed down 
from teacher to student. The 
ballet dancers of today all study 
with the former dancers of the 
Imperial Russian Ballet or the 
Diaghileff Ballet, so. they can 
learn and carry on their tradi- 
tion. 

The “classic repertoire” con- 
sists of those ballets which have 
stood the test of time and have 
withstood modern instructions to 
remain the cornerstone of the- 
atrical presentation, and _ the 
classic ballet also is that which 
follows the form dictated by 
Petioa, as ‘the adagio followed 
by variations and closing with 
the coda. 

In the classic repertoire today 
“Giselle” stands first as the bal- 
let longest in continual perform- 
ance, having first been presented 
in Paris in 1841. Others, all in 
the established repertoire of the 
company, are “Swan Lake,”

How Tough Howley Handled Reds in Berlin 


‘BERLIN COMMAND, by Brig. Gen. Frank L. Howley, 
- U,S. Army; Putnam; 276 pages; $3.50. 


When the author of this book picked up his morning 
_paper Friday and read where the Russians were resuming 
blockade tactics in the Berlin sector, we have an idea that 
he was tempted to get Maj. Gen. Alexander Kotikov on 
the transatlantic telephone and tell him a thing or two. 


It would not have been the 
first time that Kotikew was told 
off by Howley. The American 
‘general had been successively 
head of the Allied Military Gov- 
ernment in Berlin, Director of 
the Office of Military Govern- 
ment, Berlin Sector, U. S. Depu- 
ty Commandant of the Berlin 
Allied Kommandatura, Military 
Governor and U. S. Command- 
ant in Berlin until Sept. 1, 1949, 
‘when he resigned. 

During the four years he held 
these yarious posts the American 
had many brushes with the 
aforementioned Kotikov and, ob- 
viously; was not one to mince 
words with the Russians. In 
fact, he was frequently repri- 
manded by American higherups, 
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ACROSS

including Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
the Mariettan, for his failure to 


dance when the Russians called 
the tunes. Howley believed in 
a tough policy. As a result the 
Russians called him “The Beast 
of Berlin.” On the other hand, 
the Germans of Berlin called 
him America’s “Wonder Boy.” 
In his dealings with the Ger- 
mans he was motivated by hu- 
manitarianism, a trait utterly 
foreign to the Russians. Thus 
Howley gained the respect of 
the Germans. 

In this book Gen. Howley re- 
cites in considerable detail the 
story of his four years in Berlin 
and his constant battle of wits 
with the Russians, who sought, 
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by every means, to force the Al- 
lies to relinquish their foothold 
in Berlin. Howley, backed by 
the British and French, foiled 
the Reds at every turn, includ- 
ing the circumvention of the 
blockade through “Operation 
Vittles,” the great airlift project, 
which completed the discomfi- 
ture of the raging Russians. 


Howley. hates the Russians 
with a sincerity of purpose that 
is worthy of widespread emula- 
tion. He refers to them as “the 
Communist rats whe walk like 
bears” and makes many other 
uncomplimentary remarks about 
them throughout the pages of 
his book. He says: 

“The Russians are the world’s 
most colossal liars, swindlers 
and cutthroats and there igs no 
reason to think they will change. 
They will smother. you with 
pleasant words and steal your 
shoes. . . 

After the capture of Berlin by 
the Russians, says Howley, “Ber- 
lin became another Nanking, 
with Russians instead of Japa- 
nese doing the raping, murder- 
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ing and looting. There was no 


discipline, no control. All ranks, 
officers and men, took part in 
the barbarities. . . . The charge 
can be substantiated.” 

The Russians were pleased no 
end when ‘Howley left Berlin be- 
cause he dealt with them always 
on the theory that “business with 
the Russians must be done only 
on our terms.” He warns that 
the Russians have no other inter- 
est in Germany except to deliver 
it into the hands of the natives 
who believe in Communism, thus 
making it a satellite state that 
will give them control of Eu- 
rope. Gen. Howley is a blunt 
man. He writes with vigor and 
authority. The country needs 
more like him in high places. 


Gen. Howley has reason to re- 
member Georgia. It was in this 
State that he received a. broken 
back and pelvis in a motorcycle 
accident. ‘Phat was in 1943 and 
led to his being placed in Mili- 
tary Government. —S. F. L. 


Sensitive Story 
Of Evil as Seen 
By Boyish Eyes.

Joe Albert was 10 when he 
Pershing Williams, two 
years his senior. They became 
buddies. Joe lived in moderate 
circumstances with his mom, 
Elsa, whom he adored. Pershing 
was a rich geologist’s son and 
they lived in an élegant house. 

Pershing’s dad traveled a lot. 
This upset his mother, who dis- 
cussed it with the handsome 
young doctor who attends to 
the illnesses of the geologist’s 
mother. The old lady’s chief 
medication proves to be whiskey. 
Pershing’s mother runs off with 
the doctor. 


Joe tells the story as his inno- 
cent eyes recorded it. Williams, 
Sr., returns from one of his trips 
with a new wife, Rosella, young, 
pretty, smaller than Pershing. 
She joins Joe and Pershing in 
their games, swims with them, 


wrestles with them. Joe thinks 


she’s fun, but her teasing and 
taunting of Pershing brings to 
her stepson the knowledge of 
evil at an age when Joe was 
still under the magic fallacy of 
youth. The two years that sep- 
arated the boys’ ages proved to 
be the difference. 


This novella, as it is called, is 
sensitively presented, as noted, 
through the eyes of innocence. 
The denouement is explosive, 
the tragedy feelingly revealed. 


The author is a native of 
Houston, Texas, the locale of the 
‘story. An Air Force captain in 
World War II, he quit the news- 
paper business in 1946 to devote 
his full time to writing. His 
first novel, “Summer on _ the 
Water,” received considerable 
critical acclaim. “The Magic 
Fallacy” stamps David West- 
heimer as a young writer who 
will go far.—S. F. L.

WASHINGTON—About one-third of the nation’s families today 
are following the example set by Uncle Sam: they spend more 
money than they earn. , 

The Federal Reserve Board reports that 15,500,000 families now 
are spending in excess of their annual incomes. 

The habit seems to be catching on, too, indicates a board survey. 
In 1947 about 14,000,000 families spent more than their incomes. 
Now 1,500.000 more families are deing the same thing. 

And, like Uncle Sam, they don’t seem concerned that they’re 
running themselves into a hole. Three out of every four of these 
“dis-savers” went into hock last year buying autos, furniture or tele- 
vision sets on credit.

He says he basés this conclusion on a survey which showed that 
Dallas and Knoxville have had the widést range of rent boosts— 
from 61 to 67 percent. Both were among the earliest cities to 


decontrol. 


Apathy too pressed to step into the coal strike: 

As of this weekend, only 184 telegrams, 130 letters and 40 
postcards have been received by the White House protesting the 
long-drawp-out strike.

The fact is, the Equal Rights Amendment has 
been one of the most controversial issues buzz- 
ing around America since the days of Carrie 
Chapman Catt, with some feminists claiming it 
was ridiculous for married women not to be 
able to own property in many States, not to be 
permitted jury service, and not to be able to act 
as surety on notes if they happened to be wed- 
ded, and others claiming equal rights would mean 
exactly that, and would wipe out all the special 
protective labor laws now on State statutes for 
women. Others, less militant, remarked that such 

privileges were to be earned, not legislated. 


‘The General Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
mightiest of them all with 11,000,000 members, 
has backed the equal rights movement, and Mrs. 
‘Hiram Houghton, of Red Oak, Iowa, President- 
Elect of the Federation visiting Atlanta this 
week, jubilantly heralded the passage of the bill 
in the Senate.

The schism of conviction has run deep. 

.The National Business and Professional Wom- 
en’s Clubs have joined their workmanlike per- 
suasion with the General Federation, while the 
League of Women Voters has sided with the 
American Federation of Labor in voting against 
equal rights legislation. 

Labor leaders are strongly opposed to wiping 
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out special protection, having long fought for 
maximum hour laws for*women, abolition of cer- 
tain night work, elimination of occupational 
hazards, 

“We want to keep our special protections 
where they- are needed,” said one woman labor 
leader here Saturday, “and we do believe in 
equal pay for equal work. But I’m afraid I per- 
sonally believe that discrimination cannot be 
wiped out by legislation, and that it will take 
education. We must earn our billing.” 


A leader in the Business and Professional 
movement was tersely brief about, her position. 


“We do not need any special privileges,” 
she said. “The war proved that women can 
do almost every job in the world anyway. 
I have done every job in my company except 
climb a pole, and I could do that if it were 
necessary.” 

Internationally-minded Atlantans have point- 
ed with shame with the unequal rights in Amer- 
ica and their effect on other countries of the 
world at UN counsel tables. 


“Skeptics have challenged the United 
States’ position time and time again, sar- 
castically, while the committee struggled to 
include “either sex,” in the Declaration of 
Human Rights.”

New Rules Fight 


WASHINGTON—Though defeated in his first 

attempt, Rep. Eugene Cox, of Camilla, plans to 

renew his fight later in the session to restore 
to the House Rules Committee its former power to act as the 
legislation control center of the chamber. “Next time I think 
we will win,” said Judge Cox, who long has been credited with 


being the dominant force on the important committee. The Geor- , 


gian attributes his defeat to the pressure exerted on Republican | 
members not to do anything that would jeopardize the chances of 


the Fair Employment Practices Bill, one of the measures in the | 


President’s controversial: civil rights program. | 

As he puts it, “there were too many featherlegs” among the 
Republicans before the motion to restore the Rules Committee’s 
power became involved with the FEPC bill. Cox had been assured 


‘of the support of wit but about a dozen Republicans; this com- 


bined with the 85 Southern Democrats who voted with him would 
have been more than enough to put over his proposition, but 65 
Republicans ran out on him at the last minute, responding to the 
pressure from FEPC sources. Thus the Administration was able 
to win out over the coalition of Southern Democrats and Repub- 
licans. ' 

The Cox strategy for his next move calls for bringing up the 
Rules’ Committee resolution after the FEPC fight has come to a 
head when it will no longer be an important factor in the situation. 
He figures that he will get support of practically all of the Repub- 
licans and lose no more than 20 or so Southern Democrats. 

As justification for what he is attempting the Camilla Con- 
gressman points out that various bills are pending appropriating 
some $18,000,000,000 over and above the normal expenditures .of 
the Government. The Rules Committee should be empowered, to 
act as a brake over such proposals, he insists. 

Bre ak After serving for nearly 17 years as a member of the 

House without missing a roll call or a record vote, Rep. 
Paul Brown, of Georgia, has finally suffered a break in his record. 
He was forced to miss sessions of the House during the past week 
because of an illness which necessitated treatment at the Naval 
Hospital here. Only once before has the Elberton member -failed 
to appear. at a session of the House since he was first elected in 
July, 1933. That was during the war period when he received 
news of the death of his son in a submarine casualty. Out of 
deference to his record, however, the House nad no roll call or 
record vote that day. Rep. Sydney Camp, of Newnan, thought 
the matter of Mr. Brown’s present illness of sufficient moment to 
be called to the attention of the chamber. He reminded that the 
record he has piled up over the years was extraordinary and has 
never been approached by any other member of Congress in the 
past. Others agreed that it is one that will probably stand for 
many years if it is ever broken. 


As high-ranking member of the important 
Camp on Taxes ‘Hous¢é Ways and Means Committee, which 
originates all tax legislation in Congress, Rep. Camp is doubtful 
that President Truman will get that extra billion dollars in tax 
revenue which he recommended in his recent message. Congress 
is awful leary about voting an increase in taxes, he said, adding 
that this-is more particularly true in election years. At the same 
time the Newnan Congressman is in favor of plugging up loop- 
holes in the present tax laws and lowering the wartime excise 
taxes which are providing a hindrance to business. He would 
like to see this done at once in order to. remove the uncertainty 
from the situation, but sees little opportunity’ of dividing the tax 
bill into two parts. ; 

As to the loopholes to be plugged up, Camp reminds that there 
are some 26,000 charitable trusts operating in the country with- 
out paying the regular Federal taxes. He is with the President 
100 percent in insisting that something be done to bring most of 
these trusts under the scope of the revenue laws.

HE THEN called emergency 
bed -service, the organization to 
which the British national health 
program has delegated the job 
of finding hospital beds for 
emergency patients. He reported 
that he had a patient who was 
seriously ill—lobar pneumonia, 
with pleural effusion. Her. age 
was 62. She should be hospital- 
ized at once. 

From three o’clock onward, 
em ncy bed service tried 14 
hospitals without success, Two 
days later Granny died. 

When in July, 1948, the Brit- 
ish national health program 


made all medical and hospital 


service free to everyone, there 
was a rush to the hospitals. 
Swelling the stream were many 
who were chronically ill and 
who, previously cared for by 
relatives, could now be handed 
over to the government. To 
make the congestion worse, pa- 
tients managed to linger in hos- 
pital beds. Consequently, in the 
first year of the program, in the 
London area alone, more than 
5,000 emergency patients, most 
of whom were elderly folk like 
Granny, could not find beds. 


This breakdown of the hos- 
pital and medical’ care for the 
aged is probably the principal 
cause for the startling jump in 
Britain’s death rate in the first 
quarter of 1949—a rise to 150 
per 10,000 from 123 in the 
same quarter of 1948. 


At least 200,000 Britons are 
on hospital waiting lists today. 
It is almost impossible, for ex- 
ample, to be operated on for 
hernia in London without a year 
of waiting. 

Meanwhile, ironically, 50,000 
hospital beds remain vacant be- 
cause of continuing shortage. of 
nurses and other personnel 
under governmental operation. 

It is virtually impossible for 
hospital management to sift out 
the malingerers. They are frus- 
trated by the conspicuous ten- 
dency of aged patients to remain 
as long as possible. 


BECAUSE OF retrenchments 
made necessary by the huge 
total of health bills for the na- 
tion, the program has pushed 
capital improvements for mod- 
ernizing and extending hospital 
services far down the list of 
priorities. 

Since 1948 there has occurred 
a slight decrease in the number 
of young men studying medi- 
cine—and this at a time when 
the situation demands*‘a vast in- 
credse. Some of the more am- 
bitious plan to leave the coun- 
try. 

I talked with one of the lat- 
ter. He was a brilliant young 
medical student more than half- 
way through his course. He felt 
that under the new system medi- 
cine would not be the proud, 
independent profession that had 
attracted him when, years be- 
fore, he had decided to make it 
his life career.

about this comparison: 

“In the twelve listed Southern States, Georgia 
ranks ninth both in per capita taxes collected 
and in the proportion of total individual incomes 
used to support the State Government. On either 
basis of measurement, then, Georgia is making 
only about 60 percent of the effort made by 
Louisiana and North Carolina. Significantly, 
however, is the fact that although its dollars per 
capita tax load is low by comparison with the 
national average standard of $44.42, Georgia's 
effort measured by the proportion of total in- 
comes going to taxes is higher than the national 
average by approximately 10 percent. 


“Such studies as have been made by those 
working in this field of tax effort show that the 
Southeastern States, and particularly Georgia, 
North Carolina, Alabama, Tennessee and South 
Carolina, are States with low capacity to pay 


taxes. The figures in the above table should be - 


viewed with that in/mind. What they do skow, 
however, is that many of these other Southern 
States, notably Louisiana, North Carolina, Mis- 
Sissippi, Tennessee, Florida and South Carolina, 
are making a greater relative effort to finance 
their services than is the State of Georgia.” 


For instance, if Georgia’s tax effort in 
1948 had been as great as Louisiana’s, then 
the State income would have been $174,181,- 
000, instead of the $108,823,000 it was. 


The revenue average for all 48 States in 1948 
was 3.58 percent of individual incomes received. 
This compares with Georgia’s 3.92 percent. 


Ten years ago the Southern section of the 
United States was characterized as the Nation’s 
No. 1 Economic Problem. All of that is changing 
now, but one must remember that the area got 
off to a delayed start. It costs money to come 
from behind. That is why the Southeast pays a 
higher—proportionately—tax bill than the rest of 
the States of the nation. — _

tax dollars the needs of its people.

He returned to the 
West and was knocked out by 
Fireman Jim Flynn, his only 
knockout loss, at Murray, Utah, 
in 1917. Shortly after that Kearns 
came into the picture. 

The team of Dempsey and 
Kearns, the old ballyhoo merchant, 
rocketed to the top. They hit the 
jackpot at Toledo. From that time 
on, they were in the big money.

Firpo and the two Gene Tunney 
fights were ahead, but before the 
Tunney bouts, Dempsey and 
Kearns split.

A ririg-rusty Dempsey who 
hadn’t had a full fight in three 
years explained this loss to Es- 
telle Taylor, his first wife. 

“T just forgot to duck, Honey,” 
he said. Those were the days when 
Dempsey had discarded the sweat- 
er and the cap for the fine silk 
shirts of a gentleman. 

A “warm-up” fight for. the sec- 
ond Tunney match, a knockout 
win over Jack, Sharkey, July 21, 
1927, produced another million- 
dollar gate, and Dempsey collect- 
ed $350,711. 

Discounting exhibitions and an 
ill-fated comeback, Dempsey 
wound up his active career in his 
second bout with Tunney.

GMA Coach Was Bow! Hero 
For Bama, Pro Baseball Star 


GMA Coach Grant Gillis had a dejected look on his face. He was watching his 
basketball team suifer another setback, and there was nothing he could do to change the 


outcome of the game. 
But it wasn’t always like that. 
Back in 1926 Gillis meant the dif- 
. ference between victory and de- 
feat. He was playing in the Rose 
Bowl with Alabama, the “Rage of 
the South.” The unbeaten Tide, 
first Southern team to make the 


trip to Passadena, was losing to a| 


great Washington eleven, 12-0, as 
the first half ended. 

As the third period began Pooley 

‘Hubert, Alabama’s sensational 
kicker who was twice named All- 
Southern, dropped back to punt, 
but instead the ball went to Gillis. 
Grant faded deep and then hurled 
over 50 yards to Johnny Mack 
Brown, now a movie star, who gal- 
loped the remaining 19 yards for 
’"Bama’s first touchdown. 

Fuzzy Woodruff, one of the 
South’s best-known sports writers 
who was covering the game, com- 
mented on the play. “It was one of 
the most tremendous passes I have 
ever seen. The ball traveled more 
than 50 yards.” 

Gillis passed the rest of the after- 
noon and when it was all over, his 
fruitful efforts had given Coach 
Wallace Wade a 20-19 Rose Bowl 
victory. 

Grant finished his grid career 
the following year after his pass- 
ing and the running of Brown and 
Hubert had given Alabama an- 
other Southern championship and 
a second straight trip to the Rose 
Bowl. That was Jan. 1, 1927 when’ 
Alabama tied Stanford, 7-7. 

Twice named All-Southern, Gil- 
lis was the most feared passer in 
the country. In Woodruff’s His- 
tory of Southern Football, he 
wrote, “Gillis was as fine a passer 

as the South has ever produced.” 

Excluding the 1926 Rose Bowl, 
Grant’s top performance was prob- 
ably against Kentucky in 1924 
when he-was only a sophomore. 
Woodruff covered the game and 
wrote, “Kentucky, which had 
played Centre~so desperately, 
proved no match for the ruthless 
Alabama team and was beaten,

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LOVES LABOURS LOST 
Read John Erskines Story

OVE’S Labour’s Lost is so far as we know 
Shakespeare’s earliest play. It is also the 
only play for which he seems to have 

furnished his own plot; his habit was to re- 
write and to ennoble a plot already: familiar. 

Many of the characters in Love’s Labour’s 

Lost bear names familiar to England because 
of the civil war in France during 1589 or 
1594. One of the best known characters in 
the play, Armado, “The fantastical Spaniard,” 
is recognizable as a caricature of a half-de- 
mented Spaniard who’ haunted Elizabeth’s 


court, He was known for his love of grandilo- 
quent language and his delusion that he owned’ 


all the ships arriving in the port of London. 
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sim _. Ferdinand, 
pl three friends to join him in a period 
of fasting.

Learning 
where Jaquenetta is imprisoned, or shielded 
from the advances of the court gentlemen, 
Armado pursues her: At the climax of the 
play we have the news that the Spaniard has 
become the father of her child. 

The later scenes of the play are enlivened 
by the introduction of Holofernes, a pedant, 
and of Sir Nathanial, a curate. Shakespeare 
liked to make fun of pedants and schooimas- 
ters. In Holofernes he probably satirizes a 
contemporary poet known to his audience for 
stupidity rather than imagination. 

The pedant and the curate arrange what 
they suppose will be a proper entertainment 
for the visiting ladies from the court of 
France. The Elizabethan audience would 
recognize the show that these stupid men put 
on as a masque depicting famous events in 
the life of Alexander the Great, or Judas 
Maccabeus, or Hector, or Hannibal, or 
a A or some other worthy of antiquity.

d Raisers Run High When They High Pressure 
You for a Handout, So Be Sure You Know Where Your Contributions Are Going 


They Had Their 
Sucker Lists 
Ready. The High 
Powered Drive 
Was On. 
They Were Giving 
Generous, Well- 
Meaning People 
the Works.

IGHT young men and four young women 
t were sitting at desks in a-downtown office 

in a Midwest city, with telephone books 
opened in front of them and mounds of scribbled 
notes beside them. They were speaking into the 
telephones, smoothly and persuasively, calling 
everyone in town. 

The room hummed with their voices. Their 
cigaret smoke spiraled and drifted. The mounds 
of notes grew taller. One of the highest-powered 
drives for a legitimate charity which the com- 
munity had ever known was in its final, booming 
stage, 

The young men and women were asking for 
contributions. Generous, well-meaning citizens 
were making pledges. The charitable cause was 
a good one. 

But this was the catch: about $80 out of 
every $100 contributed would go for expenses, 
largely the salaries and commissions of the 
professional fund raising organization in charge 
ofthe charity’s campaign. The charity itself 
would receive only about 20 per cent or $20. 

The situation was typical of others in hun- 
dreds of cities throughout the country. 

Deserving societies, clubs and institutions

have been entrusting their fund-raising cam- 
paigns to outside professionals, and they are 
doing it now. The result is that the expense 
often eats up most of the contributions. 

That was what happened in the Midwest 
city, and this is the way the public there hap- 
pened to give generously to a cause which in 
the end didn’t benefit very much. 

The local charity engaged the professional 
high pressure outfit. It moved into rented offices. 
It had batteries of telephones installed. Its per- 
suaders—the young men and young women 
working on commission—went to work. 

Here was their pitch: 

“Good morning, Mrs. Adams. 


This is Mi 
White at Charity House. apes 


Of course you know

what good work we’ve been doing with the boys 
and girls. Yes, that’s right. Now, don’t 
mistaken, Mrs. Adams. We're not asking for a 
donation, but we’d like to tell you what we have 
in mind now.” 

The persuaders talk fast. They are accom- 
plished artists in their knowledge of a telephone 
voice. They don’t let you stop them if they can 
help it. 

“You see, Mrs. Adams, we're putting on & 
gala spectacle on the 25th of the month. 
star entertainment. ..Tickets are going in blocks 


of 10, 8, 6, 4 or whatever you feel you can help 
us with. : 


“They're only $4 each, and it’s really more. 


than a dollar-for-dollar value...May we count 
on you for a block? . Say, a block of 8?” 

That was the way it went. It was hard for 
many to refuse to help at least a little. The 
entertainment was held, but most of the publics 


money never got to the charity that was doing - 


the good work with boys and girls. 
A young man who has been a_ persuader 
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explained the details of some of these fund rais- 
ing plans the other day. 

“We like to find a worthy cause that needs 
help,” he said.- “That gives us a legitimate 
reason for making an appeal by telephone. We 
know how to do that. Once we're engaged, some 
sort of performance is planned. It miay be a 
big dance, say, or a variety show or both. People 
don’t like to turn down things like that. 


“We move in, and in come the telephones. 
The number depends on how long we have to put 
the affair over. If we have time, we just start 
in with the telephone books, A to.Z. If it’s a 
fast, short job, we depend first on sucker lists. 

“The sucker list is just what its name implies. 
All good contacts which have been sure sales in 
past drives have been recorded, and they are 
ready for us. We can rent the lists from big 
promoters. 

‘Sometimes, if we’re going to be months in 
a place, our set-up is elaborate. Each phone is 
in a plasterboard compartment. The persuaders, 
that way, are able to stay away from each 
other’s voices. It’s called a ‘boiler room; ' the 
hubbub goes on there eight or ten hours a day.” 


T= young men do most of the telephoning to 
business concerns, the erstwhile persuader 
explained, while the young women specialize on 
residence calls, where they're likely to be 
answered by a housewife. 

If the job is a fast one, any office or hotel 
suite will do, and the phones are put wherever 
there’s a place for them. If the persuaders have 
to work elbow to elbow, they don’t mind too 
much. 

“We have difficulty with a lot of people,” 
the young persuader recalled without rancor. 
“Some of them hang up before we get under 
way. Others make promises and go back on 
them. Quite a few tell us to call back again— 
and we do. But we also make a lot of easy 
sales.” 

It is people’s natural good will that makes 
many sales easy. Your average American, al-

A big, legitimaie society for helping one 
group of the sick and needy in the eastern part 
of the country reported on finances. Fund rais- 
ing expenses for the period in qvestion came to 
80 per cent of the total money collected. 
That’s not all for this big, legitimate society. 
The Better Business Bureau said tat the society 
didn’t make a statement for the next fiscal year, 
explaining that the expenses for that period 
practically equalled the income. The income, 
money raised, was $250,000. How the expense 
of raising $250,000 could come to $250,000, the 
Bureau doesn’t know, but it doesn’t doubt that 
the explanation is entirely true. 
Not quite so expensive, but with highlights 
of its own,’ was a recent big af‘tair through 
which f rds were raised, it was said, to combat 
racial! intolerance. The Better B»siness Bureau 
loo’<ed. into that, and found the list of con- 
trily tors inch:ded many of te best known 
hy<'~essmen of the city where the solicita- 
tion took place.

1e 
contributor never goes in anywhere near its 
entirety to the cause for which it was given, 
and besides this, the urgent tactics of the pro- 
fessional fund raisers sometimes work to the 
disadvantage of organizations which try to raise 
money more quietly, perhaps by house to house 
canvass of volunteers, with an overhead held at 
a minimum.’ 

Most telephone solicitors operate in cities of 
10,000 or more, the Better Business Bureau 
executive said, and the young man who has been 
a persuader corroborated this. Good sized cities, 
even the biggest cities, offer the best fields of 
operation, and as the persuader said, “Wise guys 
are our meat.” 

As examples, the persuader recalls from his 
own experience a few.

It costs very little to give, but it is a per- 
sonal gift. The donor probably never will ‘know 
the recipient if he contributes through a blood 
bank, but He has bestowed a part of himself 
that may save a life. 

What many sincere donors don’t know, how- 
ever, is the fact.that blood that is not free from 
germs may cost the life it was meant to save. 

For this reason each person who gives blood 
should be co tely honest in telling about dis- 
eases he has had. Each attendant at a blood 
bank must be meticulous abouyt-records and: blood 
tests. “ 

Scientists have developed numerous ways of 
making whole blood and plasma safe for the 
patient who gets a transfusion. They still are at 
work refining their saf Occasional cases 
like that of a young girl called Mary spur them 
to redouble their efforts, 

Mary had been in an automobile accident. 
She was suffering from injuries and shock. As 
soon as she reached the hospital she was given 
a blood transfusion. Her recovery was normal 
and in. two weeks she was leading her usual 
active life.

Mrs. Gilda Burlin, of Cincinnati, Ohio, was 
so sttre that she contracted malaria as the result 
of a blood transfusion that she sued the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati Transfusion Service, at the 
General Hespital, for $50,000. She charged 
that she was a patient at the Jewish Hospital 
in 19“7 and received two units of blood supplied 
frorn the bank of the Transfusion Sefvice.

In 
it Carr, himself a famous writer of detective 
stories, has revealed for the first time that 
Conan Doyle himself served as a model. for his 
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immortal . detective. 

Not in physical appearance, certainly—for 
Conan Doyle more closely resembled Sherlock 
Holmes’ companion, Dr. Watson. But the clear 
analytical ‘mind that had won Edalji’s release 
from prison was the counterpart of Holmes. 

The wedding—his own freedom—the secret 
that he had discovered — whirled together in 
George Edalji’s mind, as he tried to stammer his 
thanks to Conan Doyle, and to Doyle’s bride, the 
former Jean Leckie. 

Doyle and Jean Leckje had first met ten 
years before—in 1897. Her striking beauty first 
drew him to her. Carr describes “her dark-gold 
hair, the hazel-green eyes, the delicate white 
complexion, the changes of the smile.” 

They fell in love, Carr wrote, “immediately, 
desperately, and for all time.” Their love seemed 
“helpless and hopeless.” Doyle was married to 
Louise Doyle. _He had a deep affection and 
respect for her—and he would not hurt her: 
would not s of divorce. 

Jean understood. They could not help

All this George Edalji knew. But to him the 


hero of the tale was not Doyle. He could only 
think of it as Sherlock Holmes’ secret romance. 

George Edalji’s trouble had started four 

before, in the village of Great Wyrley 
jess than 20 miles from Birmingham, where 
his father, the Rev. Shapurji Edalji, a Parsee 
was a rector of the Church of England. George 
himself as a solicitor in Birmingham. 

Some years before there had been an out- 
burst of vicious anonymous letters, and ugly 
hoaxes, directed against the Parsee vicar, The 
letters stopped for a time. 
started again. At the same time, someone 
began ripping the stomachs of horses and cattle 
—inflicting a long, shallow wound. 

Anonymous letters accused George Edalji. 
Police went to the vicarage after one cattle. 
slashing incident. They found his boots wet 
and stained with mud; a mud-stained pair of 
trousers, and a damp, stained coat. 

The Inspector claimed he saw an animal hair 
on the sleeve. George Edalji protested his inno- 
cence. The evidence against him seemed shallow 
—but a handwriting expert gave it as his opinion 
that Edalji himself had written the anonymous 
letters. Edalji was convicted of slashing cattle 
and sentenced to seven years penal servitude. 

His friends never ceased to fight for his 
release. Late in 1906, he was suddenly released 
from prison. He was not pardoned. He re. 
mained under police supervision. He could not 
practice his profession. The Home Office would 
not say why he had been let go—nor why he 
could not get a full pardon. 

Hopeless and desperate, he appealed to Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle, 

Doyle responded. He believed Edalji to be 
innocent. For eight months—from December, 


1906, to August, 1907, he gave his full time to 


an investigation of the case. He proved Edalji’s 
innocence—and he found out who was guilty. 

He demonstrated that Edalji suffered from 
a visual defect which would have made it im- 
possible for him to prowl the countryside at 
night,-slashing horses and cattle. Edalji was 
virtually blind at night. 

He showed that the black mud on Edalji’s 
garments was far different from the reddish,

sandy soil at the scene of the slashing for which 
he had been convicted. He produced handwrit- 
ing experts to say that Edalji could not have 
written any of the vicious anonymous letters. 

Point by point he built up his case—precisely 
as | son tig Holmes would have done.

Edalji a pardon. He was re-admitted to the 
practice of law. But they refused to prosecute 
the man Doyle proved to have been guilty. 

Meawhile, Louise Doyle had died in June of 
1906—before Doyle undertook the investigation 
of Edalji’s case.

As 
the wife of thin-faced, intense Ak- 
hanaton, her intelligence and lofti- 
ness of spirit equaled his, and 
together they. revolutionized Egyp- 
tian culture and religion, They were 
so. advanced in. their thinking that 
even today some of their ideas—re- 
introduced to society as new—are 
termed “modern.”’

them among the great lovers of all 
time. 


N EFERTITTS subjects believed her 
to be the most beautiful woman 
who ever lived, even surpassing 
Helen of Troy, but no one 
in modern times knew ex- 
actly what the lady looked 
like until a portrait bust of 
her was brought to light in 
1912 at Tel-el-Amarna. The 
discovery was made by Dr. 
Ludwig Borchardt, a noted 
archeologist and director 
of the German Oriental 
Society. in Egypt.

‘= found a cardboard carton and opened it, 
In the dim light he saw a $50 bill. 


He dug 
in and brought forth a handful of bills, $50s, 
$20s and $10s. The box was packed with them 
— $92,800. 

He called police, who took the money to a 
safe deposit box. When the news of the find 
was published, hundreds of claimants wrote in. 

Then the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
claimed fhe find. ' 

The State Supreme Court ruled that the 
state was entitled to claim the money and re- 
ferred the case to a lower court to decide on the 
validity of any other claims. Whatever the final 
decision, Lieberman cannot keep his find. 

In Oakland, Calif., Don Hance, 15 years old, 
found a hoard of gold coins in a vacant lot. 
They had a face value of $372. Under the law 
there, Hance advertised his find for three weeks. 

He filed, as required, a finder-affidavit. If no 
claimants had come forward within a year, he 
would have been awarded the coins. But a 
claimant did appear from a law firm which an- 
nounced it would contest the award on behalf of 
the estate of Louise Schwagerman, who had 
owned the lot. 

In Indiana, a girl found $100 in a bale of old 
paper in a paper mill. She turned the money 
over to the owner of the paper mill. He refused 
to return the money to her. But a court held a 
finder is entitled to unclaimed lost property 
found on his employer’s premises. 

A finder picked up a $1,000 bearer bond on 
the floor of a safe deposit vault in Springfield, 
Ill. The owner did not appear after six months 
andthe finder claimed the bond. The bank re- 
fused to turn it over and the finder sued. The 
court held that the article was found in a private 
place, and the bank, therefore, holds it as agent 
or trustee for the true owner. 

Frank Costello, big shot New York gambler, 
was known to be careless with his money. Per- 
haps he regarded $27,200 in bills in an envelope 
as just so much cabbage. On a short taxi ride 
across the city, he left the envelope and bills on 
the seat of his taxi, hopped out and disap 
in a crowd. There was no identification on the 
envelope.

OMETIMES, as he sits and knits, Sidney Robbins 
wishes his wife, Dorothy, had never gone to that 
tea party years ago. Sometimes, as he throws

“@ Above the roar of flames and the crash- 


ing of timbers, the command cracked out 
along Galveston’s waterfront. The pirate crew 
of Jean Lafitte hurled their torches into the in- 
ferno and ran for the longboats. 

Some time before, Lieutenant Kearney of the 
brig-of-war Enterprise had delivered the order 
of the United States government that the Lord 
of Galveston, as Lafitte was called, must quit 
his stronghold within three months—and now 
nis time was up. 

Very well, he was obeying the command of 
his adopted country. Born in France he had 
gotten a foothold in New Orleans and pro- 
gressed from agent of smugglers and privateers 
to pirate chief of the motley crew that hung out 
around Barataria Bay, on the Louisiana coast. 

During the war of 1812, he refused a com- 
mission in the British navy and aided General 
Andrew Jackson at the Battle of New Orleans, 
for which he was regarded by some as a patriot. 

But after the war, being by nature a buc- 
caneer, Lafitte established himself on Galveston 
Island, on the Texas coast. 

His new plundering, especially when reckless 
lieutenants fired on American ships, . aroused 
the ire of American authorities. The United 
States already was claiming southeastern Texas 
as part of the Louisiana Purchase, and though 
jurisdiction was vague there was nothing vague 
about the Enterprise’s guns. 

Lafitte agreed to go. But in true pirate’ 
fashion, he ordered his men to set fire to.the 
settlement, which was soon a blazing ruin. On 
that smoke-blackened day in 1821, Lafitte’s own 
castle; Maison Rouge, was indeed a red house 
as it went up in a Burst of sparks. | 


OW men whose skins glistened with sweat 
wrestled casks and chests under the eyes of the 
lack-browed man rooted to the quarter-deck of 
the fighting brig, Pride. With a terse, “Up 
anchor!” chains rattled and canvas bellied sky- 
ward. ‘His sails as crimson as his life, Jean 
Lafitte stood out to.sea. 

His course? Toward mystery. Destination? 
The Realm of Legend. Cargo? Millions in gold 
or was it only millions in fancy, in hope and 
in dreams of other adventurers to come? 

Certain it is that a man of flesh and blood 
put Galveston to the torch and sailed away that 
day. But so completely did the world lose the 
trail of Jean Lafitte that for 128 years, up to 
the present time, scores of treasure-seekers have 
dug in vain for his supposed hoard, ‘and his- 
torians still debate his final resting place. 

Heartbreak and wasted lives of those who 
have gone before fail to deter men who pit 
modern machines against the Lafitte puzzle. 
‘Perhaps they will win where so many have lost, 
but win or lose they are adding to one of the 
most engrossing histories of lost wealth. 

Strangely, the world “as never doubted that 
Lafitte had a fortune to the end. He piled it 
up as a privateer in the Gulf of Mexico in the 
early 1800s. 

Legend and hearsay took over xwlmost before 
Lafitte’s sails dipped below the horizon. The 
first eager seekers of the pirate’s treasure are 
reputed to be some of Kearnev’s own men from 
the Enterprise. When they returned to tne blaz- 
ing community they supposedly learned from 
stragglers that Lafitte had been heard to mur- 
mur, “My treasure” and, later, “...three trees.” 


CTING on the unlikely assumption that La- 
fitte had left his gold behind him and then 
abbled about its hiding place, the seamen 
urried to the Three Trees landmark on Galves- 
ton Island and dug at a recently disturbed spot. 
Tradition has it that their shovels struck a box 
which they opened to disclose Lafitte’s treasure 
-—the body of his bride, Madeleine Rigaud. 
Much more plausible is the favored theory 
that if Lafitte actually had a treasure he took 
it with him. But where. did he go? There is 
some evidence that he died in 1826 in Yucatan, 
a penniless ex-buccaneer. Still, stones mark his 
“grave” in both Louisiana and Alton, Il. 

1851, one man already had dedicated 
his life to finding Lafitte’s fortune. An ancient 
and dying mariner in New Orleans was cared 
for by a man named Newell. In his last moments 
he handed to his benefactor a chart of the islands 
in Lake Borgne. 

“Find the island marked by the cross,” he 
whispered “‘and you'll find Lafitte’s money. ‘ 

Newell, himself, was too old. to undertake 
such an expedition but his son, a printer, was 
fascinated by the prospect. Young Newell saved 
his meager salary until he could buy a small*

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vessel and equipment. Then he set out for the

He soon discovered that the tiriy islands of 
the lake grew and vanished with the waves and 
wind. Doggedly, he began to dig on any which 
faintly resembled the indicated spot. 

The treasure eluded him. Perhaps that is- 
land over there . .. Newell fought his way from 
place to place, comparing, digging, ever search- 
ing. When his provisions were exhausted, he 
went back to the printshop, but only to save for 
another try. 

_ As the years went by, Newell became a 
familiar sight to tradesmen plying those waters. 
He was never ‘without his shovel and his pre- 
cious chart. His hair turned white and his back 
was bent with the toil, but he persisted. 

He spaded enough sand.to bury thousands of 
treasures. His early enthusiasm had hardened 
to a grim determination. At the end of 20 
years not even an approaching hurricane could 
keep him from setting out in his boat for a new 
location. Newell was last seen beating his way. 
into the wind, 

The next day a lumber ‘ship, itself battered 
by the storm, took in tow an empty smack and 
brought it into Pearl River harbor. Newell’s 
body was tossed up onto the beach by the waves 
which had stolen his. enchanted isle. 

Even Newell’s fate could not offset reports 
circulated at that time that $20,000 had been 
dug up on Caillou Island, west of Bayou La 
Fourche, Fever for. Lafitte’s gold was fanned

bearings on two well-known clumps of trees, 
called the Kentucky and. Mauldin mottes, and 
the men split up, the pirate declaring that he 
was heading for the Red River country. 

A man dying in a New Orleans saloon told 
the bartender that he had been one of Lafitte’s 
helpers and described the place and rod. The 
other man married and gave the secret to his 
two sons. Soon everyone had heard the story. 


Ts! land came under the ownership of a 
rancher named Hill, who stocked it with 
horses. One day, a herder rode back with a 
brass rod which he showed to Hill. 

“Found this down the marsh. Tied my horse 
to it and he pulled it out. What do you make 
of it?’ 

Hill mate a lot of it. He saddled up in- 
stantly and ordered the herder to point out the 
spot. But the trampled grasses of the vast 
marsh covered the tiny hole. Hill spent months 
with expert trailers in the vicinity of the land- 
mark mottes but could never be sure where the 
rod came from. 

Newell was not the only Lafitte treasure- 
hunter who lost his life. In 1885, a Dr. Des- 
champs of New Orleans gave up his “painless” 
dentistry—achieved with chloroform and hypno- 
tism—to seek the money. Instead of botherin 
with maps, Deschamps hypnotized a young gir 
in the hope that under the spell she would reveal 
the hiding place. 

Once he beat her when she led him a fruitless

anew. If the money were part of that hoard, 
men told themselves, it could only be a particle 
of the Spanish doubloons, British guineas and 
louis d’ors which the pirate must have had. 
Marion Meredith of Port Neches, Tex., was 
one of the next to try. A neighbor’s widow be- 
queathed him a map which she had from the 
widow of a Mexican. On it was a cross near the 
mouth of the Neches river. With the map went 
the story that. Lafitte had been jumped by a 
Spanish galleon and had sailed the Pride up the 
river by a twisting channel that only he knew. 


THEY had moored their ship to a tree with an 
iron chain and ‘had buried a treasure chest. 
Then they-had tried to sail out and run for it 
but had been blown to the bottom by the 
Spaniards. The one man who escaped had hand- 
ed down the map. 

Swallowing this rather large order of pirate 
lore, Meredith enlisted: the aid of a hg kr 
friend whose name. has ‘been lost. ogether, 
they found the tree referred to with the rusted 
links of an old chain about it. 

After several unsuccessful tries, they un- 
covered a skeleton, moved it aside and went 
deeper. Only one man could dig at a time and 


-the frontiersman was well below the surface 
‘when he gave a strangled shout and clawed his 


way out. 

“Let’s get out of here,” he chattered. “I don’t 
want any more of it. Come on.” 

“But what is it? What have you seen?” 

“T’ve seen hell, that’s what. And I’m not 
going back.” “ 

Meredith, apparently, had no desire to verify 
a glimpse of Satan’s kingdom despite the pos- 
sibility that his friend had suffered no more 
than an attack of claustrophobia. He agreed to 
abandon the search and another attempt on 
Lafitte’s gold was marked “failure.” 

A number of tales have Lafitte driven with 
the Pride not into the Neches but into the La- 
vaca river. In the salt marshes there, so the 
story goes, he buried his chest with the aid of 
two men and then drove down on it a Jacob’s 
staff, a surveyor’s brass rod,. until only a foot 
of it was above ground. Lafitte took secret 


chase through the woods, and on their next try 
she died of an overdose of chloroform. Convict- 
ed- of murdering her Deschamps went to the 
gallows. 

Farmer Bundick, of Lavaca County, was on 
hands and knees after turkeys near the river in 
1870 when he struck his knee on a sharp 
“brick.”” He saw quite a few of the strange 
“bricks’”” about and took one home. When he 
scraped it down and found it was solid silver 
he went back to get the rest but could not locate 
the exact spot. Nor was he ever able to. 

The “Lafitte treasure’ has grown . through 
the years, and its location spread out over thou- 
sands of miles of bayous and marshes. Capt. M. 
Hargruder sailed a $25,000 expedition out of 
Galveston on the trail with no report of find- 
ings. Another group has excavated on Padre 
Island, west of Corpus Christi. 

“A mineral-finding machine” was used in 
the Lafitte hunt for the first time in 1924 by 
J. C. Wise of San Antonio. Wise found rotting 
timbers in the Lavaca River, which he. believed 
belonged to the Pride. After taking bearings, 
he splashed about the marsh for five days with- 
out getting a peep from his machine. 

An adventurer named Clarke hired John Pa-\ 
torno of New Orleans to use his treasure-finder 
—a radio device with an affinity for non- 
ferrous metals—on Coca Island. They got a 
buzz but when two men were nearly killed in 
the collapse of a sandy, excavation, the search 
was called off. 

As late as August, 1949, B. J. Kriger and 
Leo T. Behne, Jr., Houston businessmen, began 
trying to raise a rotted hulk from the mud of 
Lake Miller, just off Trinity Bay, in the belief 
that it was the gold-filled and scuttled Pride. 
Even before a single glint had been sighted, 
there were sharp differences of opinion with 
Kriger’s other associates, E. H. Sherman and 
Mrs. C..H. Clark, over whether Sherman's infor- 
mation or Kriger’s mine detector had loeated the 
wreck in question, 

But that, of course, was fitting when one 
was seeking the treasure trové of Pirate Jean 
Lafitte, who did sail out of Galveston but 
whither and with what nobody knows,

ATCH races are usually arranged as a 
M test of speed and stamina between two 
outstanding horses. 

The strangest event in the history of this 
type of turf, however, was that in which Tod 
Sloan, America’s best jockey, and Sam Loates, 
England's top man, riding two of the worst plugs 
that could be found on the English tracks, 
fought it out over the mile route at the Gatwick 
course between London and Brighton for the 
“world’s championship,” at the turn of the 
century. 

Loates was the only English jockey who 
could beat Sloan in an all-out finish. It is said 
of him that if he got within a length or two of 
Sloan in the last furlong he would invariably 
beat the American star. 

Sloan, the boy with the stopwatch mind, had 
an uncanny sense for pace. His racing strategy 
was to pull away from the field at the start and 
mdintain an even pace gallop throughout. 

Thus, his mount would be traveling at the 
same rate of speed in the last furlong as in the 
first, but with no reserve left for a challenge. 
Although Tod’s blueprint for success had its 
faults, it won him far more races than it lost. 

It was inevitable, with such great rivairy 
between the pair, that a race should be arranged 
to decide who was the better rider. Match 
riding calls for entirely different strategy from 
that employed in an ordinary race. It is really 
a battle of wits and it doesn’t follow that the 
result would be the same if both jockeys rode 
the same horses in a field of say 10 or 12. 

However, this factor was overlooked in the 

blic clamor for a test of the two jockeys. 
Two trainers took the initiative by nominating 
a pair of the worst platers in training as the 
rival riders’ mounts. 

These were Rowanberry, which had finished 
sixth in a cheap mile race at Newmarket his 
last time out, and Shepperton, which had run 
seventh in the same event. The management of

the Gatwick race course made the test a reality 
by offering a stake for the owners and a gold- 
mounted riding whip for, the winning jockey. 
The date was set for a Saturday in May. 

Trainer Sam Pickering, who had charge of 
Rowanberry, the skate to be ridden by Loates, 
had two major problems to contend with. First, 
he didn’t have a horse in his barn slow enough, 
to work with Rowanberry. On top of that, the 
nag was a notorious wind-sucker, or “roarer,” 
as they call this type of horse in England. 

Unknown to all but himself, the owner and a 
veterinarian, Samivel, had Rowanberry ‘“tubed’”’ 
as soon as the match was made, as a corrective 
measure for the respiratory defect. 

Many cheap-fare special trains were run 
from Brighton and London on the day of the 
race, and all roads leading to the course were 
jammed with carriages and omnibuses. 

Rowanberry was shipped to the track the 
night before the race, as fit as he had ever been. 
At 7 a. m. on Saturday, he was taken out for a 
six-furlong canter, then returned to the stable, 
groomed, fed and blanketed. Their work done, 
the trainer and grooms went off to the village 
for breakfast. 

Returning well fed and contented at 10:30 
a. m., they were thrown into consternation to 
find the box door wide open and the bird flown. 
A searching party was immediately organized 
to find the missing horse. Ten minutes later,

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The Girl Saw a White and Ghostly F 
Was Filled

IS ARMS loaded with firewood, the old man 
HY turned unsteadily to retrace his steps to 

the farmhouse. He faltered and sank to 
his knees. on the snowy ground, short breaths 
making little white puffs on the wintry air. 

Then 67-year-old David Hodell pitched for- 
ward in death, his burden tumbling soundlessly 
into the drifts. 

Almost instantly, a slim girl sprang out of 
the farmhouse and ran toward the silent figure. 
Her blonde hair streamed back and she seemed 
heedless of the bitter cold which cut at her 
thinly-clad form. 

“Romie! Romie! 
your father.” 

The shrill cry which sounded momentarily 
across the Michigan countryside on that after- 
noon of Feb. 24, 1922, marked the beginning of 
one of the Midwest’s most bizarre murder mys- 
teries. It was destined to echo and re-echo for 
27 years, until the present day, when still an- 
other chapter is being added in a Grosse Point 
parish house by a gentle-faced woman whose 
once-blonde hair is as white as that earlier snow. 

But when it was first voiced, Meda Hodell’s 
call seemed to herald just another portion of ill 
fortune for a struggling young couple. A year 
before, broad-shouldered Romie Hodell had taken 
as his bride, 19-year-old Meda Dudgeon. Times 
were hard in the farmbelt. Romie won a scant 
living, pulling stumps from the cut-over pine 
lands near White Cloud, Newaygo County, Mich., 
in the west-central area of the lower peninsula. 

Sometimes Romie and Meda stayed with 
friends or relatives. They lived briefly in rented

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cabins, or took over empty shacks. They moved 
20 times in the first year, before Romie’s father 
came from Detroit to join them. 

Now, a month after his arrival, David Hodell 
was dead. The coroner merely nodded when he 
heard the age of the deceased, and that he had 
been infirm. 

While the few mourners shuffled uncomfort- 
ably, the old man was laid away in a Grant, 
Mich., cemetery. Romie and Meda moved for 
the 2ist time, renting the Jake Terwilleger place, 
not far from the farm of Meda’s mother and her 
three brothers, Lee, Herman and Wilmer. 

A neighbor discovered the second tragedy 
ten weeks later, on May 7, 1922. Calling 
“Romie!” he entered the barn, squinting in the 
semi-darkness after the brilliant spring sun- 
shine. There was a dark form in the far corner, 
and drawing nearer he knew it was the young 
farmer he sought. i 

It wasn’t until he was almost there that he 
saw the taut harness reaching to the rafters and 
that Romie’s feet were not touching the floor. 

“Help! Quick, he’s hung himself!” the neigh- 
bor shouted, and again one of the first on the 
scene was blonde Meda Hodell, whose eyes were 
wide in dread. 

“Suicide; grief over father’s death,’ said the 
first official report after-a brief investigation. 
But other, and more ominous explanations soon 
began to be whispered on the street corners and 
in the stores of near-by Goodwell. Simple folk 
even hinted at a restless ghost which walked 
nightly in the barn where Romie Hodell died.

ROPES relaxed until trembling lips could speak. 
But fists stayed knotted about the hang- 
man’s coils, as if to show that no nonsense would 
be tolerated. Frowning faces shoved forward to 
hear the mumbled admission, “Sure, sure. You’re 
right. We confess. Don’t...don’t again...” 
Scowls gave way to uncertainty, as the lead- 
ers exchanged glances. So anxious had they beer 
to force a confession that they had not planned 
their actions in the event ‘one was obtained.

She 
actually had seen some white and ghostly figure 
in the corner of the barn, she said, and had con- 
fessed only in order to be spared more harrowing 
ordeals in the place where her young husband 
had died. 

Despite the repudiation, she was found guilty 
and was sentenced te life imprisonment in the 
House of Correction. Her voice, clear and mov- 
ing as she fought for her freedom, faded to a 
whisper after sentence was pronounced. 

Mrs. Dudgeon and Lee were put on trial in 
November, 1922, on charges of slaying Romie 
Hodell, and the weird drama of the ghost-seek- 
ing expedition was revealed in detail. 

Sergt. George E. Karkeet of the Michigan 
State police testified: 

“To satisfy herself that the spirit of Romie 
really haunted the barn, as told her by her 
neighbors, Mrs. Dudgeon requested me to take 
her to the place at night. 

“They say that Romie walks from the barn 
to the house between ten and ten-thirty o’clock 
at night,’ Mrs. Dudgeon told me,” Karkeet testi- 
fied. “ ‘I would like to see for myself. That is 
the hour he died in the morning.’ ” 


The sergeant said that he, Sergt. John Palmer —

were subjected. From Sergeant Karkeet, he drew 
the admission that the officer once had been a 
stock company actor, and he charged openly that 
a stage had been set to play upon the supersti- 
tions and frayed nerves of the women. 

“IT am unable to produce her at this time,” 
the defense lawyer said, “but I talked with a 
woman who admitted that she gave sheets and 
clothespins, with which to play ghost, to the 
state police.” 

When Mrs. Dudgeon took the stand, she re- 
pudiated the alleged confession and gave this 
version of the nocturnal ghost hunt:

Mrs. Dudgeon testified also that she feared 
for the lives of her sons, and that one of the 
officers had told another when they were at the 
barn, ‘‘Take ‘the old fool back and tie her to a 
post and leave her there until she confesses.” 


5 hie jury did not appear impressed with the de- 
fense claim of third-degree methods and seem- 
ingly heeded more the state’s rebuttal that the 
near-lynching of the brothers was only a “prac- 
tical joke.” The defendants were found guilty 
of Romie’s murder and also were sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

But a higher court ordered new trials. In 
1924, Mrs. Dudgeon and Lee were tried again 
and acquitted on their contention that the al- 
leged confessions were forced from them. 

Meda, alone, remained in prison as her case, 
involving the death of David Hodell, was entirely 
separate. Gentle, retiring, her voice muted to 
a whisper, she went about her prison duties. 

She never ceased to insist, however, that she 
had murdered no one. The fearful apparition in 
the barn, and the terror of the night, she re- 


nocence at last brought her a hearing before Gov. 
G. Mennen Williams of Michigan. 

Governor Williams and his aides looked with 
interest on the calm, little woman whose soft 
expression was so incompatible with the charge 
on the official papers.

Meda smiled and shook hands before starting 
for her new home in the parish house. “I’m very 
happy,” she whispered. “I have always had hope 
and faith that some day I would be free again.
